The Texas Automobile Headlight 
Law requires that every motorist at 
the time of registration, present to 
the Tax Collector a headlight certif­ 
icate which has been issued by a 
test station within thirty days of the 
date of registration, lf the car or 
truck to be registered is not equipped 
with headlamps, the registrant will 
be permitted to make affidavit to that 
effect and this affidavit will take the 
place of a headlight certificate. Ear­ 
ly testing and registration will help 
the test stations and the Tax Collec­ 
tor, and will save time for the mo­ 
torist. 
Motorists cannot obtain a headlight 
certificate for registration purposes 
on a re-test. The re-test provision 
of the law permits a re-test at any 
tim e during the year, but the certif­ 
icate presented for registration must 
be paid for. In other words, head­ 
lamps are "tested" at the beginning 
of each year for registration pur­ 
poses, and at this time the regular 
yearly fee of twenty-five cents must 
bebaid. At any time during the year 
following, a re-test may be had free 
of charge until the next registration 
period begins. 
After the coming pre-registration 
tests, there will not be another set 
test until the 1927 registration per­ 
iod begins. Throughout the year, 
however, a constant cheek will be 
made on the headlight conditions in 
the various parts of the State. En­ 
forcement work is in the hands of 
local officers, and motorists are 
urged to co-operate with them hi re ­ 
porting bad headlighting conditions. 
There is no doubt that compliance 
with the Headlight Law will mean a 
great saving of property and human 
lives.

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AUSTIN — Car owners in 
Texas got the expected bad 
news when the staff of the 
State Board of Insurance re­ 
commended a 23.4 per cent 
average increase in auto in­ 
surance rates. 
Board took no immediate 
action, but wall set new rates 
by January I. 
If the agency holds to its 
past policy of allowing no in­ 
crease in any line of cover­ 
age greater than 25 per cent, 
the 
staff proposal may be
